ble tender of my Thanks to them, and to all our 
moſt bountiful Benefactors; and alſo very fincere- 
ly to all the Miniſters, that, having theſe Schools 
in their Pariſhes, will pleaſe to be at the Pains'to 


inſpect, catechize, and to order every Thing re- 


lating to them, that the greateſt poſſible Advan- 


tage may be made of them towards training up the 


younger and moſt ignorant Part of their Flocks

But 
much the greateſt Number of Church Livings in 
Wales axe exceeding ſmall, and moſt of the offici- 
ating Clergy in many Parts of the Country are on- 
from taking all the Paizs they can, yet it cannot 
be ſuppoſed that they they are able to contribute to- 


wards the Expence of this Work, as great as the 


Need of it is; and without Expence the catecheti- 
cal Inftruftion of the Poor cannot be carried on. 
So that too many of them muſt be in great Dan- 
ger of finking more and more into Heatheniſm 
and groſs Ignorance, if they are not affiſted by 
the Charities of the Well-diſpoſed. The Light 
begins to dawn upon many of them; but alas, far- 
ther Aſſiſtance is wanting to perfect what is begun. 

NoTHinG is expected from thoſe who diſlike 
this Undertaking, or care not for it ; to whom it 
will appear a needleſs Work, or worſe, and liable 
to many Odjections, becauſe they would have it 
ſo, to excuſe their not contributing towards it. 
Some never learned, nor deſigned any better Uſe 
of their Opulence, than to indulge their dreaming 
8 and expenſive Grandeur, and 
Vanities

Vanities for a very little while; and then the vain 
Shew, the glow-worm Luftre of all their Glory 
vaniſhes away to be ſeen no more. They can have 
no Concern for the Poor, who have none for their 
own Souls and Religion. When the Superfluities 
of their Abundance are drained another Way, 
there is none left for Charitable Uſes. However, 


one Day call them to Account for every idle Word; 
muſt they not reckon for all idle Expences? But 
others there are (to God be the Praiſe, and may 
their Number increaſe) who know no Value in 
are Means of doing Good to as many as can be 
benefited by them. To theſe it is humbly ſfubmit- 
ed to judge, what may be proper for them todo, 
towards inſtructing and ſaving our poor Fellow- 
Creatures. 


Love and Good Works —and ſo much the more, as we 
ſee the Day (of Retribution) approaching. I would 
therefore beg Leave to obſerve, that the Charity 
here recommended is a Charity of the beft Kind, it 


is a Charity to the Soul. There are, in this World, 


Inſtances too many, of fuch moving Diſtreſs and 
Miſery, Danger and Ruin, that it would be 
inhuman and barbarous to paſs them by, and nat 
attempt to relieve them; but conſiderate 
will readily own, when they reflect a little, that no 
Diſtreſs or Miſery, no Danger, no Ruin of any

| Senſe an Imitation of Him, who pitied poor Sin- 


ners, and ſent his beloved Son into this World to 


be left to die eternally for want of being taught to 
know Him? To ſuffer poor Creatures to conti- 


nue in Sin and Blindnefs here, and then to be con- 
figned to eternal Torments hereafter, would not 
only be unkind, but cruel to the laſt Degree. We 
do not carefully read the Scriptures, if we do not 
ſee, that he who withholds, or ſtops his own, or 
other Mens Charity from them, will be looked up- 
on as their Enemy. Every Body may fee in our 
Saviour's Repreſentation of the laſt Judgement, 
that to be acceſſary to the Miſery of the Poor, tho' - 
by Omiſſion only, is aſſigned by the Judge, as a 
Reaſon of that dreadful Sentence, Depart from me, 
Je Carſed, into everlaſting Fire, prepared for the 
Devil and bis Angels. 


Ir is juſtly obſerved, in a Sermon preached many 
Years ago before the Truſtees of Charity Schools 


in London, That every Man is bound in ſtating 
« the Proportion of his Charity, to lay out in 
< ſuch Meaſures and Degrees as Gon hath bleſſed 
<« him, yet that the Value of _ WT 
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« ariſe barely from the parting with ſo much, but 


« do, which ought always to be one main 
« in the Thought and Intention of the Giver... 
« And perhaps there is no kind of Charity what- 
«© ever, where ſo little works ſo great Effects; 
« and theſe Effects fo certain as very ſeldom to 
* fail, as in our Charity Schools. Not the leaſt 
Part of the Money received for our elch Charity 
Schools is laid out on Stone and Mortar, or coſtly 
Building. The Expence, or half the Expence of 
building a School-houſe in ſome Places, would 
ſerve to compleat the Chriſtian Inſtruſtion of ſome 
Thouſands of our Poor. 

Tur Defign of this Inſtitution is, (allow me

There is now a moſt lewd, 
wicked and profligate Race, void of all Knowledge 
and Senſe of their Duty, and utter Strangers to the 
Service and Worſhip of Gon; and their Poſterity 
will, in all likelihood, be the ſame, or worſe. This 
is a great Evil in many Reſpedts, but in none ſo 
great and deplorable, as is the Periſhing of fo 
many Souls; which charitable Inſtructions and ſea- 
ſoning their Minds with good Impreffions in the 
Beginning, might by the Grace of Gop have 
ſaved, and made cxernally happy. Surely then all

I wisn — eeatiiuns, whether it 
was ever more needful and ſeaſonable, than in this 
our Day, for all Men of Seriouſneſs and Piety, 
Laity as well as Clergy, to take Heart, and en- 
courage one another, to ſtand up in Defence and 
Promotion of the Chriſtian Cauſe ; that the Things 


wich are ready to die may be ſtrengthened, and 


that the Work of Go may revive again in the 
midft of our Years. The great Decay of Reli- 
gion, the deplorable Degeneracy from the Faith 
and Morals of the Goſpel, is too notorious to 
want any Proof. It cannot, nor is it denied by 
any, but ſuch as are themſelves involved in the 
Guile of it. It is but too evident that the deadly 
Contagion of Vice and Profaneneſs overſpreads the 
Land more and more, and threatens our Ruin ; 
while the falſe Friends of Religion, fitting down 
eaſy with their Hands in their Boſom, and their 
Eyes another Way, care not for theſe Things. It 
greatly increaſes the Concern and Sorrow of all 
good Men, or true Chriſtians, to behold this pre- 
_ vailing Lethargy. 

WHETHER the greateſt, moſt rife, and moſt dan- 
gerous Corruption, lies in the Notions, or in the 


'Morals of too many People amongſt us, may be 
more judicioufly determined by others. Whether 


it be from mere Ignorance or a more ſpiteful Spi-

the Goſpel Doctrine, muſt alſo know, that allthoſe 
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rit of Error, I know not; but certain it is, that too 


Scheme, or paſs it by too lightly, and lay no ftreſs 


upon it. While ſome of ſtronger, but much abuſed 


demption by Chrif, as He is the great Propitis- 


tion for the Sins of the World; labouring openly 


and bare-faced, to turn the whole Inſtitution of 


Chriſtianity into a Syſtem of mere Morality only, 
and ſo to deprive us of all Hopes of Salvation, but 


what poor, undeſerving, miſerable, finful Crea- 


tures, and loft, traiterous Rebels againſt the King 


of Heaven, can deſerve from Him on the Foot of 


their own Merit, or at beſt from the uncovenanted 
Mercy of Gop. But fuch as know and beheve 


ed to hope for Salvation, without obediential Faith 
in Chrif, arc unſound; unſcriptural, and danger- 


ous; and can end in nothing but Deſpair and Con- 


fuſion. However we may flatter ourſelves in 
Time of Life, the Doctrine of Redemption muſt 
be our only ſure Support and Prop of our Hope 


at the Hour of Death, or we can have no true 


W nr = x the chief Articles of the Chriſtian Faith 


are undermined, and the Spirit of Chriſt provok- 


ed thereby to depart from us, by whoſe Aſſiſtance 
only we can be enabled to live Chriſtian Lives, it 
is no wonder that every kind of Impiety is grown 
to fuch a Height and daring Aſſurance. If you 

happen 
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happen to mingle yourſelf with a Rank of People 
but little above the Vulgar, you are frightened out 
of your Chriſtian Profeſſion, or muſt own it with 
a Bluſh ; where the leaſt ſerious Hints relating to 
Godlineſs are ſure to be laughed at, and ſome- 
times the adorable Myſteries of Religion blaſphem- 
ed, accompanied too often with Debaucheries 
and profane Diſcourſes, too horrid to name ; which 
have. very naturally a bad Effect on the meaner 
fort of People, who are always ready to ape their 
Deters in all their Vices. From their bad Exam- 
ple, and from the Corruption of their own uncul- 
tivated Minds, they run headlong into thoſe un- 
common Excefſes of Wickedneſs fo rife among 
us. Boys and Girls are commonly brought up to 
nothing elſe, in too many Places, but Beggary, 
Sloth and Idleneſs, Evil-ſpeaking, Lying and 
Swearing, or calling Names z which they learn 
from the wicked and monſtrous Examples of their 
profligate Parents, who live without God in the 
World, and know not how to paſs one Hour in 
Seven Days in his Service. And we mult all 
know that the Profanation of the Lord's Day, fo 
very common every where, together with the too 
common and ſhameful Neglect of our Public Wor- 
ſhip, ſo notorious in too many Places as hardly 
to be paralleled in any Chriſtian Country, is like 
in the Bulwark of a City to receive 
in the Hoſts of a deſtroying Enemy, or a Breach 
in a Sea Bank that lets in an Inundation of every 
Profaneneſs. We hear of the great Increaſe of 


Venality and Rapine, 122 
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barbarous Villanies, Robberies in the Light of the 
Sun, unnatural, inhuman, blood -thürſty Cruelties. 
And ſhall we call ourſelves ſtil] a Chrifian People, 
if we uſe not all poſſible and proper. Methods to 
reform Enormities grown to ſuch a Pitch, that 
our Legiſlators have been juſtly alarmed to conſi- 
der with great Thoughts of Heart, (ſince loading 
the Gallows with Offenders, and making a quick 
Diſpatch of their Lives, will rather, it is juſtly 
feared, depopulate the Country, than mend it) 
what Means to uſc, what Laws to enact, that may 
be. moſt likely to eradicate and remove the Scan- 
dal of ſych enormous Evils om. 2 — 
Country. 

Ws mo de fan; of all the Auniliaries, that 
promiſe any Aſſiſtance towards Reformation, ſhould 
be neglected ; but it is to be feared, that all of 
fect, if at the ſame Time we do not flrxenuouſly 
exert ourſelves in the Uſe of the principal Mean. 
Nothing bids ſo fair for and reform 
ing the Vices of the World, as impreſſing on the 
Minds of Men the ſound Knowledge and Fear of 
Gov, and inſtructing them carefully, and be- 
times, in the Doctrines of his holy Word. What 
more likely to be accompanied with his Bleſſing ? 
Theſe Spiritual Weapons of the Chriſtian War- 
fare are mighty through Gop to the pulling down 
the ſtrong Holds of Satan, and to the bringing 
into Captivity every Thought to the Obedience of 
Chriſt. The Law of the Lord is perfef, convert- 
ing the Soul : the Teſtimony of the Lord is ſure,

TI wovLD hope that all unbiaſed Men muſt
